TRIPLE-SLAYING REPORTED 
OVER $200,000 CACHE 
IN ALASKA’ CAMP 


ANCHORAGE, Alaska, (IP) — 
Sought since Friday as the key fig- 
ure in a mining camp triple slaying 
believed to revolve around a cache 
of $200,000, the body of Mrs. F. W. 
Jenkius, 45, was found on the Trun- 
dra of southeastern Alaska.

ELABORATE TOMB OF MIGHTY 
MEDICINE MAN FOUND 
BY ARCHEOLOGISTS 


FLAGSTAFF, Ariz., ()—Bones of 
an Indian medicine man, entombed 
in the most elaborate vault and ac- 
companied by the richest burial of- 
ferings ever found in the South- 
west, have been discovered in the 
hills east of here by archeologists 
of the Museum of Northern Arizo- 
na. 

Dr. Harold Colton, director of the 
museum, said the discovery was 
made during test excavations of the 


famous ridge ruins, a 30-room pu- 
eblo believed to have been built and 
inhabited as early as the 12th or 
13th century. 

The vault itself was found un- 
der the heavy flooring in a remote 
corner of the crumbling pueblo. 

Besides the bones, Dr. Colton de- 
clared, were more than 100 pieces 
of jewelry, Statuary, pottery and 
other artifacts, indicating by their 
great number that the Indian was 
of great importance in the pre- 
historic community, probably a 
medicine man of “great magic.” 

It was believed the tribesmen, 
fearing the power of fhe deceased

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witch doctor, showered great num- 
bers of gifts upon him to “court” 
his good will in the world in which 
he had departed and into which 
they, too, were destined to go.

penter. 

A Junker of the old tradition, 
j von Fritsch held fast to the belief 
that officers should not marry be- 
neath their status and that profes- 
sional soldiers should command the 
army rather than Adolf Hitler’s 
chosen storm troopers. He stub- 
bornly clung to his convictions and 
won vindication. He was exonerated 
by a court of honor composed of 
Field Marshal Hermann Goering 
and Gens. Walther von Brauchitsch 
and Wilhelm Keitel. Then, in rec- 
ognition of his “great services in 
reconstructing the army of the 
Third Reich,” von Fritsch was ap- 
pointed honorary commander of the 
12th Artillery Regiment. 

Von Fritsch epitomizes the pre- 
war type German officer. Of medi- 
um height, straight, soldiery in 
bearing, he issues orders in a stac- 
cato tone that well might be the 
envy of any drill sergeant. 

Born at Benrath on Aug. 4, 1880, 
he entered the army in 1898 as an 
ensign in the 25th Artillery Regi- 
ment. His father was a profession- 
al soldier who rose to the rang of 
lieutenant-general. Von Fritsch fol- 
lowed the well-defined path of the 
pre-war German officer. He studied 
at the War Academy and had ris- 
en to the rank of captain by 1913. 

During the World War, von 
Fritsch served on the General Staff. 
In 1917 he was promoted to major 
and later became general staff of- 
ficer with the 4th Army and the 1st 
Guard’ Division. When the war 
ended he was on the general] staff 
of the air force. 

Von Fritsch received the rank of 
lieutenant-colone]l in 1922 as section 
commander of the 6th Artillery 
Regiment. He advanced to a full 
colonel after service in the war min-
